Qadhafi gives up post 
in Libya’s ruling body 


LONDON. March 2 (R)-Libyan 
Leader Muaramar Al Oadhafi has 
given up his post a> secretary- 
general of a top ruling body, the 
General People's Congress, the 
Jamahiriyah News Agency said. 

The move, part of a series of 
changes, which the agency said 
aimed at distributing power more 
widely among the people, appar- 
ently means that Col. Oadhafi will 
continue as dc facto head of state.

North, South Yemen 
agree to cease fire 


BAGHDAD. March 2 
(Agencies)- -North and South 
Yemen Have agreed to a ceasefire 
in ihetr border War from UbUri 
GMT tomorrow, the official Iraqi 
News Agency reported. 

The agency said the Yemen 
leaders had agreed to consider 
special arrangements dealing with 
the withdrawal of troops from the 
border region at an Arab League 
emergency meeting in Kuwait on 
Sunday. 

Meanwhile, the Jordan New* 
Agency (JNA) reported that 
South ’Yemeni Communications 
Minister Mahmoud Abdullah 
Oshaish arrived in Amman 
tonight fmm Damascus with a 
message to His Majesty King Hus- 
sein from South Yemeni President 
Abdul ruttah Ismail on latest 
developments in the border fight- 
ing between the two countries. 

JNA quoted Mr. Oshaish as 
expressing his hope that the 
North-South dispute “will be set- 
tled as a result of mediation efforts 
exerted by Jordanian. Syrian and 
Iraqi envoys." 

Mr. Oshaish handed a message 
in Damascus earlier today from 
President Ismail to Syrian Pres- 
ident Hafez Al Assad. 

The mediation efforts were 
conducted by Jordanian Minister 
of State for foreign Affairs Hassan 
Ibrahim. Syria's Deputy Premier 
for Economic Affairs Jamil 
Shayya and Iraqi Planning Minis- 
ter Adnan Hussein. 

Mr. Ibrahim carried a message 
from King Hussein to the pres- 
idents or rhe two Yemens. while 
Mr. Shayya and Mr. Hussein car- 
ried a joint message from Iraqi 
President Ahmad Hassan Al Bakr 
and President Assad. 

A protracted political feud bet- 
ween Soviet-backed South 
Yemen and its northern 
neighbour, which has lhe support 


~ of Saudi Arabia and the United 
States, erupted into fighting a 
week ago The two sides accused 
each other ol launching border 
attacks. 

South Yemen hjs said the fight- 
ing was between North Yemeni 
government troops and North 
Yemeni nationals oppu-ed to the 
government in Sanaa. 

North Yemen said on Wed- 
nesday that South Yemeni forces 
had captured three of its border 
lowns--Oaaiaba. Starves and 
Harib --and that repeated attacks 
on one North Yemeni provincial 
capital. Al Baidu, had been 
repulsed. 

Saudi Arabia, attempting to 
mediate in the dispute, offered a 
lour-pumi peace plan to the two 
sides on Tuesday, including an 
immediate ceasefire and with- 
drawal of border forces. 

But South Yemen yesterday 
accused the Saudi government ot 
being biased in the conflict. 

Saudi Arabia's Defence Minis- 
try cancelled all military leave on 
Wednesday 3s a result of the bor- 
der fighting on its southern flank. 

In Bjhrain. Arab League 
Secretary-General Mahmoud 
Riad today urged Arab gov- 
ernments to abide by any resol- 
ution the organisation might 
adopt next week on the conflict 
between Nonh and South Yemen. 

"Fighting between the t»u 
Yemens threatens Arab security ." 
he said on arrival in Bahrain from 
Riyadh where he conferred with 
Saudi Arabian leaders.

Iranian Kurdistan: WilTde facto’ control lead to autonomy? 


By John Rogers 

MAHABAD, Iran--The Iranian 
Kurds, a fiercely independent people 
living along the Iraqi border, are 
capitalising on their new freedom 
after the anti-Shah revolution to press 
demands for autonomy. 

Bui iheir leaden strongly reject any suggestion that 
Ihey want to split off Kurdish areas as a separate state. 

"Whai we want ts to have our national rights within 
th<* framework of the Iranian state... We are against any 
son of separatism." *avs Ghani Bburian, deputy chair- 
man of the Kurdistan Democratic Party (KDP). 

He K based in this town, 70 kilometres from the Iraqi 
frontier, centre of an II -month separatist republic in 
1946 in the confused aftermath of World War Two. 

The Kurds span Five eountnes-lran. Iraq. Turkey. 
Syria and the Soviet Union. In iron, there are five to .six 
million, according 10 Abdul Rahman Ghassemlou, 48. 
• another KDP leader, recently returned from 20 years in 
exile. This figure, double the former administration's 
estimates, means that one in every seven Iranians is a 
Kurd. 

Intensive discussions with Kurdish leaders here reveal 


a dear strategy— putting pressure on Tehran to concede 
their demands, while making unspecified threats about 
the future if these are nm met. The ultimate threat, 
which leaders ore only hinting at. i>of guerrilla action by 
the Kurds. 

Kurdi>h militia are already cooperating in the running 
of the army barracks here, taken oser on Feb. 18 by its 
officers und men. and now commanded by a colonel. 
Parveez Razempoush. of Kurdish origin. They also sur- 
rounded three other army barracks in Kurdistan pro- 
vince for several days "to protect them against counter- 
revolutionaries." 

The Kurds arc proud o! having played on important 
role locally in the Anti-Shah revolution, and say they are 
strongly backing national leader Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini. 

Mahabad itself is. however, run by a Kurdish 
revolutionary committee— one of the few towns in Iran 
without a representative of Ayatollah Khomeini in 
charge— though they liaise with ihe central Tehran 
revolutionary committee. 

One of the KDPN main demands is control of all 
barracks in the area by a Kurdish po lineal -military 
council. 

Between 80 and 85 per cent of the Kurds are Sunni 
Moslems, whereas the vrm majority of Iranians are 
Shi ites. However, Kurdish leaders do not regard this as 


significant in the context of their political struggle. 

"The question ol getting autonomy i> nationalistic, it 
has nothing to do with religion." says Sheikh Ezzedin 
Hnsscmi. the religious leader of Mahabad who is also 
widely regarded as the chiel political leader of the Kurd- 
ish autonomy movement. 

Sheikh Hosscini held talks last week with a delegation 
rushed from Tehran after the Mahabad barracks was 
token over. He is planning to go to see Ayatollah Kho- 
meini. and to send a large representative Kurdish deleg' 
ation to Tehran for further talks with the provisional 
govern me m shortly. 

But right now, the grey-bearded, white-iurbanned 
religious chief is pessimistic, i am afraid the gov- 
ernment will not give Tull autonomy to Kurdistan," 
Sheikh Hosseini said. "1 do not think ihe government 
will accept a federal system." 

Sheikh Hosseini reckons 80 per cent of the Kurds 
support the views that he and the secular, social ist- 
orienuied KDP leaders are expounding. And he also 
supports similar rights for other "nationalities" in sen- 
sitive border areas such as the Azerbaijanis, on the 
Turkish border, and the Baluchis in the south, bordering 
Pakistan. 

But young leftists, proponents of "armed struggle” as 
the way of achieving political ends, would happily fighi 
for the cause if told to by respected leaders. TTie KDP 


leaders, however, do not regard force as necessary. 

The central government in Tehran has not com- 
mented publicly on the Kurdish demands, saying only 
that attempts at separatism would be crushed. 

The Kurdish leaders concede, however, that if the 
government resisted demands for Kurdish autonomy, 
then extremists would have more scope. "We arc doing 
everything to prevent this. " Mr. Ghassemlou said. 

According to a local teacher, young men would take to 
the mountains and launch an armed" guerrilla campaign 
if the central government rejected autonomy outright. 

Because they do nol want themselves branded as 
.separatists, the KDP leaders arc refraining from dis- 
cussing borders for an autonomous Kurdistan. “We 
don't draw p line, but we have criteria— economic, his- 
torical. national and the will of the people.” Mr. Ghas- 
semlou said. 

But they acknowledge ihat the sort or autonomous 
state they warn, within a federal Iran, would include the 
present Kurdistan province. Kermanshah. 11am and the 
southern, predominantly Kurdish pan of West Azer- 
baijan province. 

This means a large react of land flanking the Iraqi 
border, about 140.000 square kilometres in area.

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Special treatment 

A RAB- AMERICAN LOBBYISTS in Washington have 
made some points worth noting in challenging the Carter 
administration's proposal to provide some $1,785 million 
in U.S. military assistance to Israel in the 19S0 budget. 

That amount represents some 42 per cent of the total 
four-biUion-dollars-pius which the U.S. proposes to spend 
on military aid to some 62 countries around the world. As if 
that isn't enough to indicate the privileged position which 
Israel enjoys in the hearts of American strategists and arms 
manufacturers, the aid package also includes special pro- 
visions waiving repayment of fully half of the military sales 
credits extended to Israel. Other less-privileged recipients 
of L r .S. military bounty have to pay their loans back. 

It seems incredible that such a grandiose proposal for 
the supply of guns and tanks and aircraft and bombs and 
heaven knows what else to the Israeli aggressors can be' 
accompanied by a reiteration of the L?.S.’s commitment to 
peace in the Middle East. 

Dr. Hisham Sharabi. president of the National Associ- 
ation of Arab Americans, questioned in his testimony to 
Congress “whether or not high levels of aid to Israel really 
give it the ‘confidence' to make concessions necessary for 
peace.’' If anything, it would seem, in fact, that American 
military aid can only contribute to Israel' s apparently grow- 
ing determination not to make any more "concessions" at 
all. whether within or outside the Camp David framework. 

If Washington thinks it has run out of leverage with the 
Israelis (and the Israelis are now busy citing Iran as an 
excuse for why they cannot contemplate giving any more 
ground), it might heed the advice of Dr. James Zoghby, 
chairman of the Palestine Human Rights Campaign in 
Washington: “If the President had flexibility to reduce aid 
to the state of Israel dollar for dollar for each dollar spent 
by the Israeli government in constructing settlements, in 
constructing waterways, in moving additional military- 
forces into the occupied territories, that would be a very 
concrete way of expressing our opposition" to those prac- 
tices. he says. 

But while the Carter administration goes to the extent 


of (understandably) cancelling a paltry- S3 10.000 approp- 
riation for Afghanistan because of tfie unexplained cir- 
cumstances surrounding the recent murder of the Ameri- 
can ambassador there, it still refuses to hold Israel to 
account for its demonstrable and documented human 
rights violations, particularly by the military occupation 
authorities in the West Bank and Jerusalem. Even the State 
Department's own human rights report for 1979 made 
reference to these abuses. 

In submitting the budget to Congress, the State 
Department official concerned said that “we weighed the 
human rights practices of each proposed recipient country 
at each step of the rigorous budget process." Yet this is 
obviously not the case with the biggest recipient of all, 
Israel. 

As Dr. Zoghby says, the American people should be 
concerned that their tax dollars should not be used to 
support or in any other way assist the violation of human 
rights. One needs to ask, then, yet again, why Israel — the 
same Israel that is thumbing its nose already at the pro- 
visions of President Carter’s precious Camp David 
accords— always gets off so lightly. And it will not be 
American taxpayers who will suffer the consequences of 
the military might and moral legitimacy which their gov- 
ernment lavishes on the Israeli occupiers. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Focusing on the border clashes of the two Yemen states, AL 
RA’I Friday warns the two sides that their fighting— even if 
jusdfied-will undermine the Arab confrontation lines with Israel. 
The inter- Yemeni dispute, the newspaper says, has led the Saudi 
government to pull back its troops from the Arab Deterrent 
Forces in Lebanon “at a time when they are most greatly needed 
to sustain the Arab presence in Lebanon against Israel’s aggres- 
sive and expansionist designs in this Arab country." 

Referring to possible “internationalisation" of the Yemen 
war and the expected failure of the Arab League to mend the 
dangerous situation. AJ Ra'i appeals to the countries of the Ara- 
bian peninsula to “cooperate with the mediatory efforts being 
made by Jordan. Syria and Iraq to put an end to the fighting." 

Concerning the Middle East peace efforts between Washing- 
ton, Cairo and Tel Aviv. AL DUSTOUR wonders what President 
Anwar Sadat's position after Menachem Begin’ s refusal to sit with 
the Egyptian Prime Minister Mu&tapha Khalil because of what he 
(Begin) impudently described as divergent stature and level bet- 
ween him and Mr. Khalil. 

What will President Sadat dq,the newspaper asks, since Mr. 
Begin has declared that he is going to President Carter to re- 
affirm Israel’s traditional “NO's"^ of which everyone is fully 
aware. 

President Carter has lowered his head and agreed to talk with 
Mr. Begin alone, in the absence of Mr. Khalil, in order to avoid a 
clash with the Zionist lobby while the U.S. presidential election is 
approaching. “If President Carter did this for his political future, 
will President Sadat lower his head, and for what?" 

Al Dustour says that what is happening now is something 
unbelievable to the Arabs who still remember that Israel— even 
after the Arab defeat— was eager to rush to any meeting between 
its highest-ranking leader and any Arab personality. Now Israel 
refuses a meeting between its prime minister and the Egyptian 
prime minister despite changes of the circumstances and despite 
the “victory of the Suez Canal crossing..." 

Can President Sadat explain this or find any reason for what 
has happened, unless it is because of his initiative which has 
brought humiliation to Arab dignity, not to mention Egypt’s 
dignity itself. 

President Sadar's initiative gave the erroneous impression 
that the Arabs were running after any kind of peace. Now let Mr. 
Sadat think and consider the matter seriously before time runs 
out, the newspaper says. 


Whose names will adorn

AMMAN-The city which has 
worked the fastest in numbering 
and naming its zones, streets and 
houses in accordance with the 
national programme is the Mun- 
icipality of Amman. The city has 
already been divided into zones; 
most of the streets have been 
named and numbered; most of the 
houses have been numbered and 
many of the number plaques for 
houses and streets have already 
been fixed. 

“The municipality set up a spe- 
cial committee emanating from 
the munidpal council about two 
years ago which has been respons- 
ible for the numbering and naming 
project,” Mr. Ma’an Abu Nuw- 
war. Mayor of Amman Mun- 
icipality, told the Jordan Times. 
“They have named most of the 
streets and numbered most of the 
houses and now we have a con- 
tract with a local company to make 
the plates for naming the streets. 
The work is going fine. It has been 
hindered in the past by finances 
but I hope an acceleration will 
take place soon.” 

One of the first major changes 
to take place in Amman Mun- 
icipality as a result of adopting the 
new system was a change in the 
municipal organisation. “In the 
past the city was divided into six 
areas but the present council 
decided to divide it into nine.” he 
said. 

These nine areas have also been 
named. Number one is the city 
area, number two is the Basman 
area: 3 is Ain Gazal;4 is AJ Nasr: 
5 is Yarmouk: 6 is Ras Al Ain; 7 is 
Badr: 8 is Zahran and 9 is Abdali 
area. 

“We are hoping that these areas 
will be self-contained adminis- 
tratively and that this division is 
going to be coordinated with the 
posts, telegraphs. Transportation, 
house numbering, civil defence 
services, police services and even 
other senice in the city," he said. 

Each of these areas has also 
been divided into units or quar- 
ters. These vary from four to eight 
depending on the size, shape and 
urbanisation. The central city area 
for example, has eight. These units 
also have numbers and nanfes. 

Recognisable to most is ihe 
Abdali area, coded 9. It contains 
six units: 91 is for Jabal Luweib- 
deh, 92 Jabal Hussein, 93 
Shmeisani, 94 Sports City. 95 Al 
Dahia and 96 AJ Qatana. In total 
Amman has 46 units. 

In the first part of this article we 
dealt mainly with the numbering 
aspect of the project. But as the 
system gets down to the local level 
naming becomes more important. 
Asa matter of fact, the numbering 
system has come under attack 
from some who feel it is too com- 
plicated and cannot be related to 
the daily life of the citizen. Mr. 
Jurkowski agrees that human

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beings are more interested in 
names. “Figures seem dead. So we 
leave the figures for the machines 
and use the names." he said. 

“We cooperate closely with the 
Department of Numbering and 
Naming to adopt and implement 
the numbering system." Mr. 
Kamei Abu Jaber. Head of the 
committee and Dean of the 
Faculty of Business Administ- 
ration at the University of Jordan, 
said. “But in terms of naming, that 
is our responsibility only . 

“On the committee are people 
of all walks of life, but principally 
people who are aware of our cul- 
ture. history, customs and habits, 
because street naming is not a 
purely technical marter. It has 
something to do with the culture, 
people, history and aspirations. 

"We have concentrated on 
using the names of people uho 
have done great deeds either for 
Jordan. the~Arabs or the Islamic 
World as a whole. We have used 
the names of people in the 
Hashemite family, former prime 
ministers, former mayors, great 
poets, literati and commanders." 
he said. 

A policy of the committee is. 
however, not to name anyone who 
is alive either within or without of 
Jordan. Naming also includes 
names of Islamic countries and 
Islamic cities. 

The committee has been meet- 
ing for about two years now and 
has named about 2.500 streets. 

“We still have about 1.500 
streets left to name." Mr. Khand 
N.' Bourini’. CKWT Engineer for ibe 
Amman Urban Regional Planning 
Group, said. 

"At the parcel level we have 
already fixed the number plates in 
several parts of Amman, like Jabal 
Hussein. Jabal Luweibdeb. Jabal 
Amman and Shmeisani." he said. 

The operation of fixing the 
plates is being done by the mun- 
icipality staff. "Roughly we have 
about i 00.000 existing parcels in 
Amman.” Mr. Bourini said. “But 
the city is growing very rapidly. 
We expect not less than 100 addi- 
tional parcels each day. Bur in our 
coding system we have already 
place for the expected parcels."

Warmer weather expected 

Amman gets wet, 
but not enough

AMMAN. March 2 — It wasn't 
much, but the rain did come after 
Thursday's prayer*. In the early 
morning hours o: Friday, between 
3 and 3 :3U a.m. a vary light drizzle 
dampened the surface of Amman. 
It was tiie first rain since Feb. 6. 
March usually yieids 25 per cent of 
Jordan's annua! rainfall: to make 
up for the small amount of rain, 
this winter, this month w iil has e to 
produce much more than its norm. 

So far ihe forecast is not 
encouraging. The Department of 
Meteorology had expected at least 
a little precipitation by last Thurs- 
day from an approaching depre- 
ssion and t'ronrover the .Mediter- 
ranean. But the low pressure area 
filled up quickly before reaching 
Jordan. 

"This has been a peculiar situ- 
ation for the last 20-25 days.” Dr. 


AJi Abandah. Director General of 
the Department of Meteorology, 
told tiie Jordan Times today. 
"There have been a lot of such 
depressions filling up very quickly 
as they are approaching. This is 
not usual.” he said. 

Another depression over 
southern Europe has left rain in 
that region and even some snow in 
the south of France. But instead of 
turning east, the depression con- 
tinued south and is now soaking 
North Africa-Tunisia and Algeria 
especially— with cold rain. 

Nevertheless. Jordan is still dry, 
and temperatures are likely to rise 
slightly in the next two or, three., 
■days. Dr. Abandah; said. 
appears that Jordan's daytime, 
'skies will continued' be‘bld^ arKf' 
cloudless. all posable signs Df rain- 
fall are being carefully studied by 
the weather forcasters. Unfor- 
tunately for now, there aren’t 
enough signs to study.

Agency that he would discuss the 
Yemeni conflict with the Bahrain 
Foreign Minister Sheikh 
Mohammed Bin Mubarak Al 
Khalifa. 

The Kuwait newspaper Al 
Qabas reported today that the 
League meeting might decide on 
creating permanent observation 
posts to prevent further border 
fighting between the two Yemens. 

In Cairo, official sources said 
today Egypt is to make its position 
known on the conflict duriog the 
Arab League meeting on Sunday. 

Egypt has strong ties with North 
Yemen and has more sympathy 
with the- government in Sanaa 
which- has supported President 
Anwar Sadat's Middle East peace 
moves, the sources said. 

The Egyptians severed relations 
with the Marxist government in 
Aden soon after President Sadat 
visited occupied Jerusalem in 
November 1 977. The move was in 
reaction to South Yemen's sharp 
criticism of his peace overtures to 
Israel. 

But the sources said Cairo had 
not officially aligned itself with 
either of the two Yemens in the 
current border conflict, and had 
not publicly condemned the fight- 
ing. 

President Sadat received two 
North Yemeni envoys on Wed- 
nesday who informed him of 
developments. 

The official Egyptian Middle 
East News Agency reported that 
Vice-President Hosni Mubarak 
had received a reply to a letter he 
sent to King Khalid of Saudi 
Arabia on the border clashes. The 
contents of the letters were not 
disclosed. 

Brezhnev 

ond Vietnamese border areas. 

Mr. Brezhnev described the 
Chinese move into Vietnam two 


weeks ago as “an unprecedented, 
bandit attack" by which Peking 
leaders "have* finally unveiled 
before the whoje world the 
treacherous, aggressive essence of 
their great-power policy". 

"Now everyone sees that it is 
this very policy which at the pre- 
sent time is the most serious threat 
to peace in the entire world, he 
declared. 

"Now the whole danger of any 
form of complicity in this policy 
can be seen more dearly than eve- 
r." the 72-year-old president and 
party chief declared in a clear 
reference to the U.S. and other 
western countries developing 
links with China. 

"The Soviet people, together 
with the peace-loving peoples of 
the whole world, demands the 
immediate, end of the Chinese 
aggression against Vietnam and 
the immediate withdrawal of all 
the interventionist forces to the 
last soldier from Vietnamese 
soil," he said;. 

‘‘Our friendship with fraternal 
Vietnam has been tested by deeds 
for many years. In this difficult 
hour for the Vietnamese people, 
wc are in complete solidarity with 
them. 

"And no-one should have any 
doubt: The Soviet Union is true lo 
the treaty of friendship and coop- 
eration that binds our countries 
together. 

"The Socialist Republic of Vie- 
tnam is waging a just, noble: 
struggle. On its side are honest 
and peace-loving people through- 
out the World. That is why the 
cause of Vietnam cannot be van- 
quished and the plans of the 
aggressor are doomed to failure." 

But Mr. Brezhnev did not take 
up accusations by Soviet press 
commentators over the past few 
days that Washington was an 
efleciivc accomplice in China's 
move auainst Vietnam. 


Although he accused "arms 
manufacture rs. militarists and 
cold warriors’* in the west of cam- . 
paigning against detente, he gen- 
erally avoided criticism of the 
U.S. -a >trong contrast ro the 
mounting attacks on American 
policies in the official Moscow 
media. 

On SALT— generally regarded 
as the key issue of Soviet-, 
American relations— he said the 
work of more than six years since 
the first accord was condunded 
appeared close to completion. 

"Of course, in some things the 
treaty, from our point of view, 
could have been better. Not every- 
thing in it completely meets, our 
wishes." the Kremlin chief 
declared. 

"But it is a sensible compromise 
which takes into account the 
interests of both sides. Overall, it 
is a great and'good thing.''

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Deaf children get 
another chance

AMMAN— “We are off to a good 
start.” said Miss Laurice Hlass, 
executive secretary of the Queen 
Alia Society for the Hearing 
impaired. “Only a little over a 
year ago the Society was 
founded." 

The Queen Alia Society was 
officially registered with the 
Ministry of Labour and Depart- 
ment of Social Affairs at the end of 
January 1978. Today 16 teachers 
of the deaf are being trained at its 
new Centre. An agreement was 
made with the government to run 
joindy a centre for the deaf in 
Ruseifeh. 

■‘The trainers are three Italian 
experts," Miss Hi ass said. “They 
are teaching theory with the help 
of two Jordanian translators who 
know Italian. To provide trainees 
with practical experience there are 
three classes, with a total of 20 
hearing-impaired children. Even- 
tually as teachers are trained we 
will expand the Centre so that we . 
will be able to teach 100 children, 
boarding and day students, up to 


the age of 16. 

"Jordanians have been very 
generons-they responded beaut- 
ifully both hi terms of money and 
kind to help us start off. Arab and 
other embassies are enthusiastic. 
We have already heard from the 
Kuwait embassy which would like 
to help. The British are sending an 
expert on a two weeks* explorat- 
ory visit to see what we need. Last 
summer the Italian government 
sent us an authority on teaching 
the deaf to study our needs. They 
have sent three experts and also 
equipment to start us off.” 

“Last month we inaugurated a 
six-month training course. Later 
we will choose some of the- 
trainees to send to Italy tor 
specialised training. We have long 
lists of children who need help, but 
first we have to train the 
teachers,'* Miss Hlass said. 

An exact census of the deaf in 
Jordan has not been completed, 
but the number of hearing- 
impaired people who might profit 
by the work of the Centre is esti- 
mated to be high. Eventually the 
Centre plans to use mobile units to 
reach the hearing-impaired in 
remote villages. 

In Amman there are two 


schools for the deaf-Al Raja’z, a 
private school, and A1 AmaL a 
government institution in AJ 
Quaismeb. Each has two teachers 
being trained at the Queen Aim 
Centre. In Zerka there is also a 
public school for the deal and in 
Salt there is a missionary school 
for the deaf. * 

"The Centre has a harmonious 
relationship with the Department 
of Social Welfare. Our gov- 
ernment board is made up of three 
members from the Society and 
three from the Department. We 
have added two other members to 
the board - the Ministry of Health 
physician who specializes in ear 
and throat problems and the 
Mayor of Ruseifeh." Miss Hlass 
said. 

Two members of the Society 
represent it on the Queen Alia 
Fund for Social Service, presided 
over by Her Royal Highness Prin- 
cess Basma. which coordinates 
work for the deaf in Jordan: Mrs. 
Hanan Baha’hddin Touqan. the 
Society’s president, and Miss 
Hlass. 

Teachers at the Centre are civil 
servants paid by the Department 
of Social Affairs. To get well- 


qualified people, the Society pays 
them an additional 40 per cent 
above their basic salary. 

-‘We are ambitious," Miss Hlass 
said. “We would like, hopefully, 
to embark on the bigger project 
that Queen Alia herself had 
wanted to do in Jordan. She had 
seen the Children’s Hearing and 
Speedi Centre in Washington, 
D.C* that is for diagnosis, treat- 
ment and care of the deal She was 
enth usiast ic about having some- 
thing like that in Jordan. 

“She invited a team from that 
centre to come here and discuss 
the possibility of it. They found 
zhai it could be done. It's a very big 
project and involves a great deaf 
of fund-raising. This would pro- 
vide a service not only to the hear- 
ing impaired in Jordan, but 
throughout the Middle East. The 
King is interested in proceeding 
with this larger project." 

"Queen Alia had apparently 
known a child, the daughter of one 
of her friends, who suffered from a 
hearing handicap. She w as always 
keen that something be done for 
these children. She felt that they 
should be given care to prepare 
them for a good life, a decent and 
constructive life." 





Mr. Ribhi Jarrar, a 1978 gradntfe of the University of Jordan with a 
bachelor’s degree In education and psychology, is the only male 
trainee at the Centre. His young pupil adds the dimension of practical 


experience to that of theory for the trainees. The 28 chBdrtn enrolled 
at the Centre help to teach the teachers as they learn to adapt them- 
selves to a bearing world. 


Although hearing-impaired chil- 
dren require an exceptional 
amount of individual attention in 
learning to communicate, they 
need the same toys to manipulate 
as their hearing counterparts At 
the Centre they are encouraged to 
use them and to enjoy them.

Spain’s ruling party 
comes out on top in 
nationwide election 


MADRID, March 2 (R) - The ruling centrists beat 
the opposition socialists in Spain’s second general 
election since the death of General Francisco 
Franco, but the result made little difference to the 
big party power balance. 


Interior Minister Rodolfo Mar- 
tin Villa, quoting early today from 
“almost definitive” results, said 
the Democratic Centre Union 
(UCD) Party of Prime Minister 
Adolfo Suarez had won about 1 70 
seats in the Congress, the key- 
lower bouse of parliament against 
about 1 16 for the Socialist Work- 
ers’ Party (PSOE). 

The percentage share of the 
vote— 34.6 for the UCD and 29. S 
for the PSOE— was almost iden- 
tical to the result of the June 1 977 


general election. Spain’s first free 
ballot since the 1936-39 civil war. 


Mr. Martin Villa put the Com- 
munist Party in third place with 2 5 
Congress seats, ahead of the mod- 
erate Catalan Nationalists with 
ten. The conservative Democratic 
Coalition ( CD ) and the moderate 
Basque Nationalist Party (PNV) 
both had eight. 


The interior minister’s figure 
for UCD seats would put the party 
six short of an absolute majority in 
the Congress. In the last elections 
they were ten short, but managed 
to govern with the tacit support of 
the socialists and communists. 

Socialist support disappeared 
with the passage into law of 
Spain's new democratic con- 
stitution. which replaced the 
authoritarian dictates of General 
Franco. The constitution came 
into effect at the end of 
December, three years after Mr. 
Franco's death. 

The result of yesterday's poll, in 
which an estimated 31 per cent of 
the 26 million electorate 
abstained, poses the question — 
can the UCD continue to govern 
alone or win it have to form a coal- 


ition?

China, U.S. untangle 
major trade obstacle 


PEKING. March 2 (R 1-China 
and the United States have agreed 
to settle a major problem hin- 
dering expanded trade, the ques- 
tion of Chinese assets frozen in the 
U.S. and American claims on 
Ch'ina. American sources said 
today. 

They said U.S. Treasury Sec- 
retary Michael Blumenthal 
initialled an agreement at Peking 
airport just before leaving for 
Shanghi at the end of a nine-day 
trip to China. 

The sources said China had 
agreed to pay SS0.5 million to 
American claimants, while the 
United States would unfreeze 
some 580 million in Chinese 
assets. 

-As a result of hard negoti- 
ations, we reached a very- good 
agreement on the claims issue.” 
Mr. Blumenthal was quoted as 
saying. 

The initial Chinese payment of 
S30 million would be made next 
Oct. 1. when the U.S. would 
release all Chinese assets frozen 
since 1950. the sources said. 

The rest of the Chinese pay- 
ments would then be made in five 
installments until October 1984, 
they said. 

Mr. Blumenthal was quoted as 
saying the agreement had been 
reached yesterday, but he needed 
President Carter's approval to ini- 
tial it. 

The agreement now will have to 
be approved by Congress, which 
originally froze the Chinese assets 


early in the Korean War. 

The treasury secretary was 
quoted as saving the settlement 
was “a very good and fair 
arrangement." 

The issue had acted as a con- 
straint on expanded comtnerical 
and financial contacts between the 
United States and China. 

Because of the American 
claims. Chinese property— such as 
ships and aircraft— had been liable 
for legal seizure on visits to the 
United States, while U.S. Gov- 
ernment credir arrangements 
could not be offered to the Chin- 


election that if the ruling party 
obtained upwards of 150 seats, it 
would seek parliamentary deals 
with one or other of the nationalist 
groups to push through legis- 
lation. 

But yesterday's vote showed 
that this might not be too easy. 
Both the moderate Basque and 
Catalan parties held their own. 
gaining a total of 18 seats, accord- 
ing to Mr. Martin Villa's esti- 
mation. 

But what was new was the 
impressive showing of the far-left 
Basque nationalists, who were 
expected to win a total of four 
seats. Three of these went to Hern 
Batasuna— "Union of the people” 
in the Basque language— a party 
backed by the Basque guerrilla 
organisation ETA 

ETA is waging a bloody cam- 
paign for the total independence 
of the Basque country from Spain 
and has claimed responsibility for 
1 9 political murders this year. 

The UCD has shown no great 
enthusiasm for granting the Bas- 
que country extensive autonomy, 
a move it fears could provoke 
unrest in Spain's conservative 
armed forces. This could make 
even an informal parliamentary 
agreement with the moderate 
nationalists a difficult business. 

The alternative might be to 
make a deal with the democratic 
coalition of former Francoist 
minister Mr. Manuel Fraga 
Iribame, which appeared to have 
emerged battered and weakened 
from the election. 

It remains to be seen whether 
Mr. Suarez will try to woo Mr. 
Fraga into the UCD camp, or 
whether he will seek temporary 
alliances with the nationalists.

March 2 (R) - NATO 
officials said yesterday that most 
of the 150,000 Warsaw Pact 
troops “missing" from Com- 
munist manpower lists are actually 
serving with the Soviet and Polish 
armies. 

Arguments over "phantom sol- 
'd iers" have blocked progress at 
the East-West conference on 
troop reductions in Vienna, with 
'the Soviet bloc denying NATO's 
claim that Communist statistics 
are heavily understated. 

For the first time rn the six- 
year-long negotiations, NATO 
has now pinpointed where it 
thinks the missing soldiers are 
based. Western diplomats said it 
. was hoped the move would help 
break tbe deadlock on the key 
data issue. 

The 12 NATO delegations said 
a new analysis by the West of War- 
saw Pact official statistics is under 
active discussion with the seven 
Communist delegations led by the 
Soviet Union. 

NATO spokesman Mr. 
Aurelius Fernandez said the 
breakdown “demonstrated that 
the discrepancy is overwhelmingly 
concentrated in certain force 
categories of certain eastern par- 


ticipants.' ‘ 

Mr. Fernandez refused to say 
where Western intelligence anal- 
ysts located what NATO calls the 
"main bulge" of the discrepancy. 

Other officials said NATO 
believed most of the uncounted 
soldiers were in the Polish army 
and in large combat formations of 
the Soviet army stationed in 
Poland, East Germany and 
Czechoslovakia. 

NATO says the Soviet Union 
has about 480,000 ground troops 
in central Europe, while the Polish 
army is about 220,000 strong. The 
Vienna talks are concerned only 
with central Europe and primarily 
affect ground forces. 

The NATO spokesman said the 
West had asked the Warsaw Pact 
for additional data in hopes of 
ending the squabble over statis- 
tics. 

Warsaw Pact sources said the 
Communist alliance would prob- 
ably present new and more 
detailed figures soon. So far. 
Communist statistics have not 
included breakdowns below large 
formations.

The question of the role that the 
government ought to play in the 
running of British industry has 
been a controversial issue for 
many years. This controversy has 
increased during the past decade 
when the problems of major com- 
panies like British Leyiand and 
Rolls Royce facing financial dis- 
aster have coincided with the 
left-wing of the Labour Party 
demanding a more interventionist 
state role in industiy. 

For the past three years the 
state-funded National Enterprise 
Board (NEB), created at the end 
of 1975, has been in the cockpit of

NEB. 

Then there is Alfred Herbert, 
the machine tool company, which 
is continuing to face serious finan- 
cial problems, and Rolls Royce 
whose future partly depends on 
the next generation of aero 
engines that it is developing. 
Finally there is Ferranti, which last 
■year recovered sufficiently from 
its troubles to be partly floated 
back onto the Stock Market, and 
ICL, which has also done well. 

The second area of NEB oper- 
ations involves plugging an equity 
gap for both high technology 
companies and samll businesses, 
especially in the regions. Often the 
traditional city sources of finance 
are reluctant to become involved 
with such potentially risky invest- 
ments, although the NEB’s inter- 


The third area is helping to 
develop sectors of British industiy 
which need modernisation. Here 
the NEB has had little success so 
far outside the computer and elec- 
tronics fields, although it is pre- 
paring new targets including nuc- - 
lear equipment and various parts " 
of engineering indusmes such as 
hydraulics, pumps and valves, and 
diesel engines. 

Linked with all this is an interest 
in boosting exports. Companies 
have been formed to sell computer 
software (INSAC), and hospital . 
equipment (UMEDCO) abroad. 
There have also been plans for a 
large-scale builders’ merchants.
